court, the owner of such property or his heirs, assigns or
legal representatives shall have the right to recover from

, CHAPTER XXIX.

AN ACT RELATING TO RAILROAD CORPORATIONS AND COM-
MON CARRIERS.

No railroad corporation, or the lessees,
purchasers or managers of any railroad corporation, shall
consolidate the stock, property or franchises of such cor-
poration with, or lease or purchase the works or franchises
of, or in any way control any other railroad corporation
owning or having under its control a parallel or compet-
ing line ; nor shall any officer of such railroad corporation
act as an officer of any other railroad corporation owning
or having the control of a parallel or competing line; and
the question whether railroads are parallel or competing
lines shall, when demanded by the party complainant, be
decided by a jury as in other civil issues.
